File Nos. 452 and 21,814

Janice Lee McClure and Keenan McClure, on behalf of McClure Family Trust, water right owner, filed
applications for approval to change the authorized points of diversion, authorized for irrigation use in the Crooked
Creek drainage basin.

The referenced water rights do not appear abandoned as per K.S.A. 82a-718.

The referenced file numbers have no overlaps in their authorized points of diversion but overlap in the 615
acre place of use with each other and Water Right, File No. 4,117 all located in Sections 24, 25 and 26, Township
29 South, Range 32 West, Haskell County, Kansas. File No. 452 is authorized 320 acre-feet and 900 gallons per
minute from one well located 2,825 feet North and 3,725 feet West of the Southeast corner of the aforementioned
Section 25, and File No. 21,814 is authorized 462 acre-feet and 1,540 gallons per minute from a well located 3,845
feet North and 4,650 feet West of the Southeast corner of Section 25. The well now authorized by File No. 452 was
overpumped, the water right owner was penalized, and the quantity of File No. 452 is temporarily reduced to
108.674 acre-feet for 2016 (see legal action trail for details). The water right owner proposes to “flip flop” the
diversion rates and quantities between the wells authorized by File Nos. 452 and 21,814, a distance of
approximately 1,377 feet, to put more quantity on the better well. No new wells will be drilled.

WRIS and the application map indicate there are two irrigation wells (File No. 6,725 and File No.
7,418/20127098MF) within one-half mile of the existing point of diversion proposed for File No. 452. There are two
|rr|gat|on wells (File No. 7,418/20127098MF and File No. 22,790) within one-half mile of the existing well proposed
for File No. 21,814.

The nearby well owners were notified of the proposed changes in letters dated April 19, 2016. A letter was
sent out three different times in attempts to notify the owner of File No. 22,790; all three were returned. However,
Tim Webber, the water use correspondent of the file was notified by letter and he left a message to contact him. A
call to him on April 25, 2016 was not returned by Mr. Webber; no further responses have been received as of
today’s date.

The same local source of supply does not appear to change, which appears to be Ogallala Formation (211)
and Unconfined Dakota Formation (331).

In a letter dated June 9, 2016, Jason Norquest, Assistant Manager of Southwest Kansas Groundwater
Management District No. 3 indicated that the applications should be approved and a waiver of K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1)
be granted since spacing requirements are not met and spacing is not improved between the wells
authorized/proposed by File Nos. 452 and 21,814. Jason also indicated the proposed well does not meet spacing
to a domestic well in the Northwest Quarter but they believe the well belongs to the applicant or relation. A lesser
quantity of water is being moved closer to the domestic well than the quantity currently authorized. The GMD No. 3
review indicates that spacing to all other neighboring wells is met. However, the proposed existing well for File No.
21,814 does not meet 2,300 feet well spacing requirements of K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1) to a well authorized by Water
Right, File No. 7,418 and Multi-Year Flex Account (MYFA) Term Permit, File No. 20127098 MF since the wells are
approximately 2,135 feet apart. The wells in question would meet well spacing requirements if the nearby well was
not enrolled in a MYFA so GMD No. 3 does not require a waiver to the well. However it was determined that K.A.R.
5-23-3(a)(1) should be waived by the Chief Engineer since File No. 20127098 MF is authorized 1,600 acre-feet on
the well authorized by base right File No. 7,418 and since the initial approval of the MYFA permit required a waiver
of the well spacing regulation to the well now proposed for File No. 21,814.

In an e-mail dated June 22, 2016, Michael Meyer, Water Commissioner of the Garden City Field Office,
indicated he has no objection to approval of the referenced change applications.

Water flow meters are required. Check valves are required if any chemical or foreign substance is injected
into the water through the diversion works.

Based on the above discussion, that the change is reasonable, that impairment to existing water rights is
unlikely, that no change in the local source of supply will occur, and if the Chief Engineer waives K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1)
it has been recommended that the referenced applications pproved.

. That K.ARR. 5-23-3(a)(1) states in part that the minimum well spacing shall be based on the

maximum annual quantity of water in acre-feet either authorized and requested for the proposed
well, or authorized and requested by a senior application, permit, or water right for the
nontemporary, nondomestic well to which the spacing is being measured, whichever is greater.

That the application to change the point of diversion for Water Right, File No. 21,814 received in the
office of the Chief Engineer on March 10, 2016, requests to exchange the authorized quantities and
diversion rates between two irrigation wells under common ownership, one well authorized by File
No. 452 and one well authorized by Water Right, File No. 21,814. The proposed well for File No.
21,814 is located 2,825 feet North and 3,725 feet West of the Southeast corner of Section 25,
Township 29 South, Range 32 West, Haskell County, Kansas, a distance of approximately 1,377
feet from its presently authorized location.

The proposed well location will not meet 2,100 feet well spacing requirements of K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1)
Minimum well spacing requirements: high plains aquifer to the irrigation well under common
ownership to be authorized by Water Right, File No. 452 serving the same place of use authorized
by File No. 452 since the wells are approximately 1,377 feet apart. No new wells will be drilled.
Also, the proposed change for File No. 21,814 will not meet 2,300 feet spacing to a well authorized
by Water Right, File No. 7,418 and MYFA Term Permit, File No. 20127098 MF.

That in a letter dated June 9, 2016, Jason L. Norquest, Assistant Manager of Southwest Kansas
Groundwater Management District No. 3, indicated that the Board of Directors of Southwest Kansas
Groundwater Management District No. 3 reviewed the application, and has recommended a waiver
of the spacing requirement of K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1) for the referenced change application for File No.
21,814 to the well to be authorized by File No. 452. The wells in question are under common
ownership, have not met spacing in the past with no known problems, and there was no response
from neighboring well owners opposing the change. The Board of Directors recommended approval
without a waiver to the well authorized by File Nos. 7,418 and 20127098 MF since spacing would be
met to the nearby well if the referenced MYFA term permit is not taken into consideration.

That the referenced application for File No. 21,814 should be approved with a waiver of the well
spacing requirement of K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1) to the well to be authorized by File No. 452 and to the
well authorized by File Nos. 7,418 and 20127098 MF since the MYFA permit required a waiver of
well spacing to the well now proposed for File No. 21,814.

That the waiver of K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1) will not prejudicially nor unreasonably affect the public interest
and it will not impair an existing water right.

The Chief Engineer, Division of Water Resources, Kansas Department of Agriculture, after due
consideration of the written application of Janice Lee McClure and Keenan McClure, on behalf of McClure
Family Trust, 853 West California Avenue, Unit J, Sunnyvale, California, 94086, received in this office on
March 10, 2016, for approval of a change in the location of the point of diversion under the certificate of
appropriation issued pursuant to the application for permit to appropriate water for beneficial use, as
modified and amended by the Order of the Chief Engineer dated March 30, 1987, approving the application
to change the place of use, finds that the change is reasonable and will not impair existing rights, and that
the application should be and is hereby approved.

The effective date of the change shall be the date this order is executed by the Chief Engineer,
after which the authorized location of the point of diversion shall be:

one (1) well located in the Southwest Quarter of the Southeast Quarter of the Northwest

- Quarter (SW¥4 SEY4 NW74) of Section 25, more particularly described as being near a point .
2,825 feet North and 3,725 feet West of the Southeast corner of said section, in Township
29 South, Range 32 West, Haskell County, Kansas,

located substantially as shown on the map accompanying the application to change the point of diversion.

Installation of the works for diversion of water shall be completed on or before December 31,
2016, or within any authorized extension of time. The water right owner shall notify the Chief Engineer of
the Division of Water Resources, Kansas Department of Agriculture, when construction of the works for
diversion has been completed.

All wells with a diversion rate of 100 gallons per minute or more drilled under the authority of this
order shall have a tube or other device installed in a manner acceptable to, and in accordance with
specifications adopted by, the Chief Engineer. This tube or device shall be suitable for making water level
measurements and shall be maintained in a condition satisfactory to the Chief Engineer.

All diversion works into which any type of chemical or other foreign substance will be injected
into the water pumped from the diversion works shall be equipped with an in-line, automatic, quick-closing
check valve capable of preventing pollution of the source of the water supply. The type of valve installed
shall meet specifications adopted by the Chief Engineer and shall be maintained in an operating condition

satisfactory to the Chief Engineer.

The water right owner shall properly install an acceptable water meter on the diversion works
authorized under this water right, prior to the use of water, in strict accordance with the Kansas
Administrative Regulations 5-1-4 through 5-1-12 adopted by the Chief Engineer. The water right owner
shall notify the Chief Engineer when installation of the water meter has been completed. The water right
owner shall maintain the water meter in an operating condition satisfactory to the Chief Engineer, at all times
during diversion of water and shall maintain records from which the total quantity of water diverted may be
determined. The water right owner shall also report the reading of said water meter and the total quantity of
water diverted annually to the Chief Engineer. Such records shall be furnished to the Chief Engineer by
March 1 following the end of each calendar year.

In all other respects, the Certificate of Appropriation issued pursuant to Approval of Application,
File No. 21,814, for permit to appropriate water for beneficial use, is as stated and set forth in the Certificate
of Appropriation dated November 25, 1986, as modified and amended by the aforementioned order.

This Order shall become a final agency action, as defined by K.S.A. 77-607(b), without further
notice to the parties, if a request for hearing or a petition for administrative review is not filed as set forth

below.

Request for Hearing. According to K.A.R. 5-14-3(c), any party who desires a hearing must
submit a request within 15 days after the date shown on the Certificate of Service attached to this Order.
Filing a request for a hearing will give you the opportunity to submit additional facts for consideration,
contest any findings made by the Chief Engineer or present any other information you believe should be
considered in this matter. A timely-filed request for hearing will stay the deadline for requesting
administrative review of this Order pending the outcome of the hearing.

Petition for Review. Any person aggrieved by this Order may petition for administrative review,
pursuantto K.S.A. 82a-708b(a) and K.S.A. 82a-1901(a). The petition must be filed within 30 days after the
date shown on the Certificate of Service attached to this Order and must set forth the basis for the review,
unless stayed by the timely fi I|ng of a request for hearing.

Any request for hearing or petition for administrative review shall be in wntlng and shall be
submitted to the attention of: Chief Legal Counsel, Kansas Department of Agriculture, 1320 Research Park
Drive, Manhattan, Kansas 66502, Fax: (785) 564 - 6777.

IT IS FURTHER CONSIDERED AND ORDERED that immediately upon this Order becoming effective as a final
order:

We have completed a review of the applications for the above referenced water rights. The proposal is in
conflict with the Management Program of the Southwest Kansas Groundwater Management District No. 3
(GMD?3). More specifically K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1), the minimum spacing to a neighboring well is not met. In this
case, where the applicant is just proposing to flip the authority between two wells, the spacing between the wells
is not met and spacing is not improved. We were able to review this application with the Board at our June 8,
2016 monthly board meeting.

The applicant’s tenant, Mike Sherwood, was able to attend the meeting to answer questions for the Board
to consider. As previously stated, the spacing is not met between the two existing wells. Spacing is met to all
other neighboring wells. Mr. Sherwood stated that they have gone over or been very close to using their authority
on the well currently under Water Right 452, since it is the slightly better well. These two wells, along with a
third are used together to water four quarters under varying sizes of center pivots. They no longer flood irrigate
on any of the land. With the proposed flipping of authority between these two wells, they will be able to run the
wells more efficiently they believe and save on input costs. The Board discussed the need to be sure we continue
to review these applications on a case by case basis’s and consider each aquifer setting. In this case the wells in
question are run at almost a similar rate for their system, with the south well able to have a slightly higher rate. It
was noted that these wells have not met spacing, with no known problems, and that there was no response from
neighboring well owners opposing the change. With a final vote of 7 to 5, it is therefore recommended a waiver
to K.A.R. 5-23-3(a)(1) be granted and that the applications be approved at this time.

This is to advise you that your application for approval of the Chief Engineer, Division of Water
Resources, Kansas Department of Agriculture, to change the point of diversions under the above
referenced applications requires a waiver of a rule, specifically, K.A.R. 5-23-3 as it pertains to spacing
to neighboring wells. Specifically, the wells do not meet the minimum spacing between the two wells.

The application proposes to flip the authority between the two existing wells, where they are
currently located in Section 25, Township 29s, Range 32w, in Haskell County. Neither application is

actually drilling a new well. A plat and groundwater resource review information is enclosed for your
reference.

Changing a water right in a local aquifer area can affect the water supply to the project and to
other water rights and users. Kansas law (K.S.A. 82a-708b (2)) requires a demonstration that any
change is reasonable and will not impair existing rights. Spacing rules provide a standard for

implementing this requirement. Conversely, not meeting the spacing standard creates a presumption
that impairment will occur

To meet the need for added due process beyond the 2 mile courtesy notice from the state, the GMD3
Board passed Resolution 2013-6, adopted December 17, 2013. This resolution established a process of

seeking more information from you and the neighboring water right owners whose wells are located
within a mile of a proposed location requiring a rule waiver.

Accordingly, local resource information is included with this letter and you are requested to provide

information in response to the following questions:

1) Can the aquifer yield a similar water supply at both the present well location and at the proposed
well location(s)? In other words, how might the well yield differ in the proposed location from
the present location?

2) Can the addition of infrastructure, such as pipelines or purchase of neighboring wells with water
rights, meet the need without a rule waiver?

3) How do the specifics of the proposal conserve energy and/or water over other alternatives?

The GMD3 board supports the pursuit of high value water use, through reasonable changes that
don’t have an unreasonable affect to other water rights. We request that any response you or your
neighbors wish to provide should occur within 15 days from the date of this letter or any extension of

In accordance with the provisions of the Kansas Water Appropriation Act, a portion of which is included
below, the use of water prior to approval of the application is unlawful. You should not proceed and divert water
as indicated by your plans in your application for a change for this file until you receive approval for this change
from the Chief Engineer. Once approved, compliance with the terms, conditions and limitations of the permit is
necessary. Conservation of the water resources of Kansas is required.

Section 82a-728 of the Kansas Water Appropriation Act, provides (a) except for the appropriation
of water for the purpose of domestic use, . .. it shall be unlawful for any person to appropriate or threaten
to appropriate water from any source without first applying for and obtaining a permit to appropriate
water in accordance with the provisions of the Water Appropriation Act or for any person to violate any
condition of a vested right, appropriation right or an approved application for a permit to appropriate
water for beneficial use.
